AUTO ACCIDENTS INCREASE 


Statistics given out by Frank A. 


Goodwin, stale register of motor 
vehicles, 
showing 
the number of 


automobile accidents in July of this 
year as compared with the number 
in July of last year, show a very 
alarming increase. 
The total num- 


ber of accidents in July of this year 
was 2419, whereas in July of 1919, 
[he number was 1490, or an increase 
of 65 per cent. In the total number 
of deaths over 50 this July showed 
an increase of 25 per cent over the 
number a year ago. Of those killed, 
36. were children, 24 boys and 12 
girls, a very sad record of fatali- 
ties, due mainly to carelessness and 
fast driving. 
It must be admitted, 


however, that not all the blame 
rests with autoists for the deaths 
of so many, children.

little ones are allowed to roam the 
streets at will and even to use the

Mannlx was characterized as "foolish, 
childish and cowardly." 


The resolutions were drawn up by a 


•committee consisting of James tO'Sul- 
livan. Francis A. Warnock, 
Timothy 


O'Rourke. 
Stephen Flynn and Dennis 


Healey. appointed by the chair. Upon 
their return and the reading of the 
resolutions by James O'Sulllvan, those 
present applauded their worlc and the 
resolutions were immediately adopted. 
Copies are to be sent to Secretary of 
Stale Colby and to Lloyrt George. 


The resolutions declared that a state 


of war actually exists between the re- 
public of Ireland and the British em- 
pire." but that "Ireland Is at all times 
ready lo make peace on the withdrawal 
of the Invading forces and the recog-

lished by four-dfths of their people, 
and at present properly functioning."

op on the high seat. He. also jpoke in 
opposition lo President Wilson's Ian 
for a League of .Nations, declaring that 
It would keep Ireland under the, British 
yoke for years. 


Rev. Fr. Flynn, O.M.I., laid that the 


Mannix incident wac but a cryatallza- 
tlon of England's acts. No excuse, h* 
pointed out, can hide the fact that the 
English empire laid violent hands oh 
the archbishop and placed him under 
arrest for expressing an eternal fact— 
that nations have the right to govern 
themselves. 


He told of Archbishop Mannlx being 


threatened in Australia because of his 
utterances 
during the war and how 


when the soldiers returned, they hon- 
ored him highly. He argued that there 
Is no 
proof that a pope 
ever gave 


Britain a permit lo rule Ireland and 
that England ha« no right lo rule any 
nation against Its will. 


Mr. O'Sulllvan spoke briefly against 


the League of Nations and Mr. Healey 
alleged that Premier 
Uody 
George. 


Orlando and Clemenceau accepted the 
principle that the war was fought for 
democracy and then promptly forgot 
Ireland. '
